Luluabourg was the scene of 
a night-long rampage 17 days 
ago in which frenzied soldiers 
beat up white men and raped

The plane carried 10 
passengers, the U.N. spokesman 
said.

It stop- 
os off at Entebbe, Uganda and 
eft there Saturday morning for 
a direct flight to Leopoldville. 

The 10 passengers were said 
by the U.N. to include eight Ital- 
lan crewmen and two United 
Nations civilian personne! of na- 
tionality not yet known here. 

Initial searches from the Nal- 
robi, Kenya,.air control failed 
to produce any sign of the miss- 
ing plane. Eleven civil airports 
in the Congo have also been 
alerted and checked without re- 
ceiving any word of the plane.

He was replying to a toast proposed to his wife's and 


Burma ‘Talks 
Begin Today; 
Kosaka Rests 


RANGOON (AP) — Foreign 
Minister Zentaro Kosaka spent 
a relaxing Sunday including a 
round of golf before plunging 
into a hard bargaining session 
Monday in a new effort to settle 
the Burmese reparations dis- 
pute. 

Kosaka who arrived Saturday 
from the Colombo Plan Confer- 
ence in Kuala Lumpur signed 
the guest book at the Pres- 
ident’s Palace Sunday morning 
but had no meetings with offi- 
cials. 

After a sightseeing tour he 
played golf with the Japanese 
Ambassador. 

Kosaka said on arrival he 
would spare no efforts to work 
out a settlement to the dispute 
over additional reparations pay- 
ments. 

Burma is seeking 3200 mil- 
lion more in outright repar’- 
tions and $200 million in econo- 
mic cooperation. 

The Japanese ere reportedly 
willing to add only $100 mil- 
lion to each category which is 
a slight: increase from their 
original counter offer of $75 mil- 
lion on which talks in Tokyo 
last month bogged down. 

Burma has served notice it 
will stick to the first demand 
which officials here insist is 
“fair and reasonable.” 

The general feeling is that 
the negotiations will have to be 
raised to Prime Ministers’ level 
when Prime Minister Hayato 
Ikeda arrives Thursday for a 
three-day goodwill visit. 

Negotiations were scheduled

Wage White Paper 
Issued by Sohyo 


The General Council of Ja- 
pan Trade Unions (Sohyo) yes- 
terday issued a white paper on 
wages, which denied the dan- 
ger of cost inflation arising 
from wage increase. 

Sohyo, Japan's largest labor 
federation, was refuting the 
contention made earlier by the 
Japan Federation of Employers 
Associations (Nikkeiren) that 
wage hikes were threatening to 
bring inflation and deficits in 
the nation’s international bDal- 
ance of payments. 


The white paper, which ob- 


servers said was designed to 
forestall Nikkeiren’s offensive 
to curb wage increase, said that 
the wage level of public service 
personnel is extremely low. 

It is for this reason that the 
National Personnel Authority 
earlier recommended a wage 
hike of 7.1 per cent, it said. 


It also called for a large 
scale wage increase so that 
the nation’s individual pur- 
chasing power could ex- 
panded. : 

In ruling out the possibility 
of cost inflation, the Sohyo 
white paper pointed out that 


productivity was growing at a 
faster pace than wages and 
that, therefore, labor cost was 
declining by 1.8 per cent a year. 


JFK to Urge 
Flexibility 

As Adenauer 
Due for Talks 


BONN (AP)—West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
flew off to Washington Sunday 
for crucial talks on the Ber- 
lim and German problems 
with President John F. Ken- 
nedy. “I hope my trip will 
make a good contribution to 
the consolidation of world 
peace not only for our own 
people but for Europe and the 
whole world,” the Chancellor 
said before boarding his 
plane. 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Pres!l- 
dent John F. Kennedy plans to 
urge German Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer this week to ap- 
prove a flexible Western policy 
for negotiations with Russia on 
a Berlin settlement, 


U.S. officials, reporting this 
US. policy line Saturday, were 
vague in explaining precisely 
what it means. But evidently it 
aims at readiness to make limit 
ed concessions to the Soviets in 
return for a scaling down of 
Soviet demands over Berlin. 


Adenauer will fly to Washing- 
ton Sunday from Bonn where 
in recent weeks he has been 
rearranging the political base 
of his Government after losing 
some votes in the September 
election. Kennedy and his ad- 
visers are uncertain about the 
mood of Adenauer’s approach 
to the crucial talks which open 
here Monday and may run 
through Wednesday. 


French President Charles de 
Gaulle and British Prime Min- 
ister Harold Macmillan are ex- 
pected to confer this month 
and a meeting of U.S., British, 
French and West German for- 
eign ministers in Paris is plan- 
ned for mid-December. 

The new foreign minister in 
Adenauer’s reorganized, coali- 
tion Government Saturday rul- 
ed out any effort from the West 
German side to lay down “pre- 
conditions” or give the Russians 
an ultimatum in advance of 
negotiations on Berlin. 

Gerhard Schroeder, the new 
minister, told reporters in. Ber- 


lin, that the Communist wall 
on the East Berlin border 
“must go.” 


Sir David Optimistic 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Sir 
David Ormsby-Gore, Britain's 
Ambassador to the United 


States, expressed optimism Sun- 
day on a possible settlement 
with Russia over Berlin—if the 
Western Allies can agree, 

He suggested the Allies had 
better settle their own differ- 
ences promptly because the 
chance for agreement with Rus- 
sia might not be so bright at a 
later date. 

Appearing on a radio-televi- 
sion interview program (Ameri- 
can Broadcasting Company— 
Issues and Answers), the re- 
cently appointed envoy said he 
thinks the West probably 
could get an agreement with 
the Soviet Union that would 
“preserve the rights of the 
West Berliners.”

SEOUL (AP)—Brig. Gen, 
Sohn Chang Kyu, a leading 
member of the South Korean 
ruling junta, Saturday inspected 
Take, an uninhabited small 
isiand in the Japan Sea claimed 
by both Japan and South Ko- 
rea. 

South Korea maintains a 
small police garrison on the 
rocky island some 150 miles off 
the east coast while territorial 
claims by both countries have 
yet to be settled satisfactorily.

Ciudad Trujillo since mid- 
morning. 


CIUDAD TRUJILLO 
(AP)—Four U.S. warships 
appeared off the coast of 
troubled Dominican Re- 
public Sunday, drawing 
cheering hundreds to the 
beaches. Some _ shouted 
“Down with the Govern- 
ment” and there were 
sounds of gunfire in the 


beach area. 


The warships showed up less 
than 24 hours after the Govern- 
ment announced the resignation 
and departure of Gen. Rafael 
L. Trujillo Jr., Chief of the 
Armed Forces. 


The departure of the general, 
who backed the Government's 
liberalizing policies, touched off 
fears of an armed military up- 
rising and a return to the iron- 
fisted rule of his assassinated 
father. 

The origin of the gunfire was 
not clear. A jet plane bearing 
markings similar to the Domi- 
nican Air Force swooped low 
over a seaside drive. It came 
nowhere near the U.S. war- 
ships, believed to be the cruiser 
Little Rock and three de 
strovers. 

Then the sound of gunfire 
was heard. Whether the firing 
came from the plane or from 
an antiaircraft battery could net 
be determined. 

There was no disorder at the 
beaches among the crowds, who 
shouted and pointed to the war- 
ships circling near the three- 
mile limit. 

“What a beautiful morning, 
what a beautiful sight,” some 
cried, looking out at the ves- 
sels. 

There were chants of “Down 
with the Government.” Others 
in the crowd shouted derisive- 
ly: “What Government?” 

Two armed soldiers, wearing 
steel helmets, stood impassive- 
ly nearty guarding a monument 
to the generalissimo. 

U.S. Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk declared in Washington 
Saturday that the United States 
was considering “the most ex- 
tensive measures could be jus- 
tified by unpredictable events” 
in the Dominican Republic. 

Trujillo's departure created a 
power vacuum and raised fears 
of a military coup by old line 
followers of the late dictator, 
Rafael L. Trujillo, who was 
assassinated last May 30.

Postal Union Starts

postal services workers by 40,000, 


The union will also direct its 
struggle against the Postal Ser- 
vices Ministry’s current strict 
surveillance policy designed to 
clear away the continued delay 
in deliveries. Undelivered mail 
piling up at post offices was 
estimated at 300,000 letters 
throughout the country yester- 
day. 


~The union will also continue 
its slowdown work tactics to 
press its demand for a yearend 
bonus equivalent to at least 2% 
months’ pay. 

The ministry fears that the 
struggle may cause the delay of 
around 100 million ietters 
around Dec. 10 or about three 
times the amount of last year. 

The ministry is asking the 


Finance Ministry for appropria- 


tions sufficient to employ 11,000 
more permanent postal workers 
and 11,500 others on a tempo- 
rary payroll basis. 


Part-Time Workers

Finnish Chief 
Asks Meeting 
With K’chey 


HELSINKI (AP)—Finnish 
President Urho Kekkonen Sat- 
urday night played his trump 
card in a hard political game 
in which Finland’s independ- 
ence is at stake. 


Telling the Soviets that he 
would come to Moscow to see 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev per- 
sonally about Finnish-Soviet 
problems, Kekkonen threw in 
his own immense prestige to 
avert Russian military demands. 


The Finns think that it would 
be difficult for Khrushchev to 
refuse to see Kekkonen, with 
whom he raised many glasses 
of vodka and sweated many 
times in Finnish Sauna baths 
for the unbreakable friendship 
between their two peoples. 


Nevertheless the Government 
communique, saying that Fin- 
land proposes a meeting be- 
tween 'Kekkonen and Khrush- 
chev, created a big impact in 
Helsinki. Kekkonen’s move was 
a complete surprise even to Par- 
liament circles. 

Political observers here say 
that the President is taking an 
immense personal political risk 
and a vast responsibility. 

Kekkonen’s efforts are now 
directed at steering the Russians 
away from military talks. He 
previously dissolved the Parlia- 
ment and called for new elec- 
tions, which he trusted would 
unify the Finnish people behind 
an unbroken neutrality line. 

This move was expected to 
hold off the negotiations for 
joint defense measures, which 
were requested in the Soviet 
note of Oct. 30. 


Soviet View Hit 

OSLO (AP)—Norwegian For- 
eign Minister Halvard Lange 
Saturday night said he could see 
no developments in the Nordic 
area which could give grounds 
for the Soviet Government say- 
ing the danger of war is greater 
than it was Oct. 30. 

The Soviet Government has 
demanded immediate negotia- 
tions with Finland on mutual 
defense questions saying the 
situation has worsened since its 
note of Oct. 30, was handed 
over.

CIUDAD TRUJILLO 
(UPI)—Gen. Rafael Tru- 
jillo Jr. resigned his post 
as chief of the armed 
forces Tuesday and left 
the country Friday aboard 
his yacht, the Government 


announced Saturday night. 

The Government said Tru- 
jille, son of the slain dictator, 
listed “personal reasons” for his 
resignation and departure, and 
gave no further explanation, 

A broadcast by the official 
Dominican station, Radio Cari- 
be, said Trujillo was sailing for 
Europe in his «yacht. It said 
the 32-year-old. playboy-politi- 
cian will discloge the reasons 
for his resignation later. 

Earlier unconfirmed reports 
said Trujillo and several of his 
associates had left the country. 

Young Trujille became top 
military commander of this 
island nation aft@r the assassi- 
nation May 30 ef his father, 
Generalissimo Trujillo Sr. 

The announcement followed a 
US. Government warning that 
two brothers of. the slain dic- 
tator may be planning to over- 
throw the more™liberal regime 
of President Joaguin Balaguer, 
which took power when Tru- 
jillo was killed. 

Young Trujill ‘had been the 
chief support of the Balaguer 
Government through his com- 
mand of the Ration’s armed 
forces. Balaguer had initiated 
some steps toward the return 
of democracy in the Dominican 
Republic after decades of dic- 
tatorship. 

The Trujillo brothers return- 
ed to the country Wednesday, 
the day after young. Trujillo's 
resignation. 

The text of the Government 
statement said

“Shoebox” swings into 
operation after a person 
speaks into a microphone 
which converts the voice 
sounds to electric impulses. 
A measuring circuit classi- 
fies the impulses according 
to various types of sound 
to which the machine has

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World Body 
Of Churches 
Begins Meet 


NEW DELHI (UPI) — The 
World Council of Churches be- 
gan its third assembly Sunday 
with a solemn worship service 
attended by Protestant and 
Orthodox leaders from nearly 60 
countries, 


The opening service at 10:30 
a.m. was held beneath a huge 
striped shamiana or flat roofed 
Indian tent near the site where 
the assembly will meet for the 
next three weeks. Ironically, 
the assembly, first ever held on 
Asian soll, met in this city 
which was the ancient capital 
of Hindu and Moslem dynasties. 

The Rev. U Ba Hmyin, gen 
eral secretary of the Baptist 
Church of Burma, delivered the 
opening sermon, which was 
based on the assembly’s main 
theme: “Jesus Christ, light of 
the world.” The Burmese min- 
ister warned the predominantly 
European and American dele- 
gates that if Christian theology 
is to be all-embracing: it must 
utilize and confront non-West- 
ern ways of life and thought. 

The worship service was at- 
tended by more than 1,200 dele- 
gates, observers, advisers and 
council staff members who have 
gathered here for the third as- 
sembly. It marked the opening 
of the first assembly held since 
1954 in Evanston, Ill. 


Queen, Nkrumah Dance 
At Accra Farewell Ball 


ACCRA (AP) — Britain's 
Queen Elizabeth danced with 
President Kwame Nkrumah at 
a farewell ball at Accra State 
House Saturday night. 


The Queen and the Duke of 
Edinburgh, dancing with the 
President’s wife, Madame Fatia 
Nkrumah, took the floodlit open- 
air floor within minutes of ar- 
riving at the former residence 
of British governors general. 


They danced to a specially 
composed number entitled 
“Weleome Your Majesty.” 

The Queen was wearing a 
silver satin dress and .emerald 
tiara. Nkrumah was in 4a 
lounge suit and the Duke in a 
white dinner jacket with a cloth 
cummerbund of the Ghanaian 
Army. 

The Queen seemed at first to 
have difficulty getting into the 
rhythm of the dance but soon 
picked it up, stopped looking at 
her feet, and began to enjoy 
herself. 

The Queen and Nkrumah 
danced among the guests for 
nearly 10 minutes before re- 
turning to the balcony over- 
looking the marble dance floor. 

As they walked back, an old 
African woman stopped the 
Queen to plead “Please shake 
my hand, Your Majesty, please 
ghake my hand.” 

The Queen held out her hand 
to the beaming woman who 
exclaimed, “Thank you, Your

LOS ANGELES (AP)—Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy Saturday 
urged Americans to shun “dis- 
cordant voices of extremism” 
and concentrate on strengthen- 
ing the nation against foreign- 
based Communist threats. 


With an obvious attack on 
such right-wing groups as the 
John Birch Society and the 
militia-type Minutemen, Ken- 
nedy appealed: 

“Let our patriotism be refiect- 
ed in the creation of confidence 
rather than crusades of suspi- 
cion.” 

The Chief Executive, in re- 
marks prepared for a $100-a- 
plate Democratic rally at Holly- 
wood Pailadium, said: 

“In the most critical periods 
of our nation’s history, there 
have always been those on the 
fringes of our society who have 
sought to escape their own re- 
sponsibility by finding a simple 
solution, an appealing slogan or 
a convenient scapegoat. Finan- 


cial crises could be explained 
by the presence of too many 
immigrants or too few green- 
backs.

“War could be attributed to 
munitions makers or interna- 
tional bankers. Peace confer- 
ences failed because we were 
duped by the British or tricked 
by the French or deceived by 
the Russians. 


“It was not the presence of 
Soviet troops in Eastern Europe 
that drove it to.communism, it 
was the sell-out at Yalta. It 
was not a civil war that remov- 
ed China from the Free World, 
it was treason in high places. 
At times these fanatics have 
achieved a temporary success 
among those who lack the will 
or the wisdom to face unplea- 
sant facts or unsolved problems.

in Atlantic 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A proposal to sensitize the ocean 
floor with thousands of underwater microphones to. warn against 
submarine intruders is under consideration by the’ U.S. Navy, 


it was reported Sunday. 


The underwater dlarm system, 500 


would be extremely expensive. 

The technique woyld Involve 
planting perhaps as many as 
9,000 hvdrophones, called bot- 
tom-mounted transducers, be- 
yond the continental shelf in 
the Atlantic. The system later 
could be installed also in the 
Pacific, 


Sensitizing the ocean bottom 
at depths as great as 15,000 or 
17000 feet would require 
development of hydrophones 
capable of withstanding great 
pressures. 


A less expensive technique of 
underwater surveillance also 
was discussed at a secret Navy 
meeting on underwater sonar 
techniques. : 


This system, using the still- 
secret “tow flex” technique, 
would involve towing the 
sounding device, called a hydro- 
phone, from a blimp, helicopter 
or surface ship. By putting 
distance between the under- 
water microphone and the tow- 
ing craft the craft's own noise 
would be less likely to interfere 
with the detection device. 


Destroyers, for example, are 
80 noisy they cannot be used to 
detect submarines, And a 
nuclear powered submarine 
is “blinded” by its own noise at 
speeds faster than about 3% 
miles ar. hour. 


The US. Navy has made 
some strides in its marine 
noise abatement program—in 


making propellers quieter and 
reducing flow noise and the 
noise of rotating machinery— 
but there isn’t much more 
that can be done.

A new method to reproduce 
printed letters by means of sta- 
tic electricity, claimed to make 
possible the conveying of 1,800,- 
000 letters a minute, has been 
developed by researchers of the 
Japan Telegraph and Telephone 
Corporation, it was reported 
yesterday. 


Said to be the first technique 
of its kind involving the use 
of static electricity, the process 
has been developed by the cor- 
poration’s Electromagnetic Re- 
search Institute, according to 
the corporation. . 


The first prototype of the ma- 
chines based on the new tech- 
nique has just been completed 
at the institute. 


The method is to apply high- 
tension plus static electricity to 
metal prints embedded on an 
isolat board, over which a 
roll of paper passes. 


The paper runs over the board 
at a speed of one meter a sec- 
ond. When the paper comes 
just above the letters, it picks 
up invisible images of the let- 
ters in the form of minus elec- 
tricity charges. A special pow-

The Shimpa Troupe suffered a 
quick line-up change due to the 
sudden iliness of its veteran 
leader Shotaro Hanayagi, but 
the troupers have ~made the 
shift leaving no perceptible flaw 
in the casting or performance. 
Three major roles in as many 
plays are thus creditably ac- 
counted for; and unless told 
about it, one might not even 
notice that the casting had been 
intended otherwise. 

A guest performer with the 
Shimpa this month is young 
Kabuki actor Tomoemon Otani, 
who appears in “Meiji Ichidai 
Onna” and is also called on to do 
an extra stint replacing Hana- 


yagi as the amorous young 
Hikaru Genji in “Fujitsubo 
Emaki,’ a play on a chapter 


from the classic Genji Mono- 
gatari. Although Hanayagi may 
return later to his various roles, 
lreport on the competent sub- 
stitutes which I saw. 

“Kamiko Taifu” and “Goku- 
raku no Kyujitsu” are new 
plays, both with rather baffling 
titles that give no clue whatso- 
ever as to their contents. For 
one thing “Kamiko,” it turns 
out, does not mean “heavenly” 
or “child of god” as it may seem, 
but means “herring” in the 
northern fishing villages. Thus 
reinterpreted, the title would 
mean a typhoon of herrings, 
which makes little sense either. 


It turns out to be one of those 
plays in which both the Shimpa 
wend Shinkokugeki excel, the lit- 
tle piece about little but very 
colorful people, laid in out-of-the- 
way locales, rich in local color 
and flavor down to the last small 
detail. Our “herring typheon” 
takes place in one such small 
fishing village in outpost Hok- 
kaido. 

Two women are the central 
Characters, both widows who 
now boss their respective herr- 
ing fleets left them by their hus- 
bands. One is bitter and harsh 
(‘Suisen) and harbors a grudge 
against the other (Kyozuka) be- 
cause the other in her youth 
had been the local belle, a gradu- 
ate of a — school, and object 
of every other girl's envy. To 
top it ail, his belle had spurned 
a feeble suitor who had eventu- 
tually married the plain Jane 
and then died, leaving her with 
a passel of debts. 


That is about 4ll there is to 
the background story; and the 
drama itself just shows the two 
women pitted against each other 
in competition as the small vil- 
lage’s top fishing fleet bosses, 
each driven by a furious deter- 
mination not to be beaten by 
the other at the game.

The young “revolutionary” 
feels guilty while living with 
h's wife in the modern white 
apartment building which was 
bullt on the hill by the company 
for its white collar office em- 
ployes. Mine workers live in 
the shabby company houses at 
the foot of the hill. ; 

At the same time, he is 
disillusioned by miners who are 
a far cry from his image of 
“revolutional workers” which 
he once pictured with his uni- 
versity friends. © Wishing to 
learn more about them, he ap- 
proaches miners but is treated 
by them with unfriendly 
politeness. He. found some 
workers are simply self-centered 
and lazy. 

Volunteering to become the 
chairman of the office employes’ 
union, he tried to improve min- 
ers’ living and financial condi- 
tons so that they too can live 
like office employes. One plan 
was to provide bathrooms 
in their houses; the second, to 
equalize the amount of bonuses 
between office employes and 
miners (an employe gets a 
bonus three times that of a min- 
er); and the third, to elevate 
the employment status of work- 
ers from temporary to 
permanent company employes. 

His proposals, however, failed 
to win the suppert of the union 
members. Among the members 
are some former miners who 
gained their present position 
after engaging.da field work for 
10 to 20 years. ,.None wants to 
share their privileges with 
mine workers. 

He learned the ideas of his 
student days was too “childish” 
and “unrealistic.” He says he 
will continue t) work for min- 
ers. But he has yet no definite 
answer to the question: What 
should he do if bis idea should

If Swing Tightens, Check Grip

Usually, when you're using 
a wood, you're out for max!i- 
mum distance. So, many golf- 
ers have the idea of whaling 
the daylights out of the ball. 
And that's when they begin to 
tighten up. 

The first thing that tightens 
up for me is my grip. When 
I'm addressing the ball. (see 
today’s drawing), | always 
check grip. If it shows any 
tenseness or tightness, | step 
away from the ball and relax. 

It takes coordination of 
your feet, legs, hips, hands, 
arms, shoulders and head for 
a good golf shot. If tenseness 
sets in anywhere, you're los- 
ing some of the distance or 
accuracy or both, that you 
might expect.

Any stable head with one dis- 
ciple is given by the association 
a subsidy of ¥11,000 a month 
in the name of the food ex- 
penses. Of this, only ¥3,000 to 
¥5.000 usually goes to the dis 
ciple. The stable leader puts 
the rest of the money mata, his 
own pocket. 


This means that a_ stable 
bead gets ¥40,000 to ¥50,000 a 
month if he has 10 junior wres- 
tlers irrespective of their ranks, 
whereas a stable usually has 
,20 to 30 young trainees. There 
are some stables, however, that 
have no disciple at all. “Heads” 
of such stables only possess the 
right to have their posts in the 
association _secured.

Kiyonomori’s record has been 
anything but impressive in his 
two years in the Makuuchi Divi- 
sion.

In fact, it is ne- 
cessary to go back to July 1960 
to find a winning mark for him;

Currently ranked at the 
bottom of the Makuuchi Divi- 
sion along with Kitanonada, 
the Maegashira No. 13, could 
certainly use a few pounds of 
flesh, especially from one of 
the “Waka” boys — Waka- 
haguro, Wakachichibu and 
Wakamisugi, all of whom tip 
the scales at 290 Ibs. or more.

By the sluggish Pasic River, 
which splits the city in two, 
Malacanang Palace—the White 
House of the Philippines— 
lounges in a splendor it has 
known since the days of the 
Spanish colonial governors. Its 
name means “the place of noble- 
men.” 

Many Faces 


Manila has many faces. Soar- 
ing buildings look for parking 
space, and carabaos (water buf- 
faloes) stop buses to cross the 
highway. 

The first impression of Manila 
is of noise; the honk of car 
horns, the rattle of dilapidated 
“jeepneys” (jeep buses), the 
cries of hawkers and the blare 
of radio music downtown. Taxi- 
drivers can speak understand- 
able English, and they do not 
demand a tip. 

In the curio shops, tourists 
buy shell dinner plates, abaca 
rugs, black coral reef cuff-links, 
bronze “gadur” ceremonial ves- 
sels, silvergilt machetes, brass 
gongs, filmy pina and _  “jusi 
fabrics and bamboo and wicker 
bags. 

Gay Night Life 

The nights can be riotously 
gay. Manila’s seaside Dewey 
Boulevard booms with night- 
clubs, cocktail lounges, restaur- 
ants, and bars. A _ biock in 
Ermita can cram as many as 
five small, intimate clubs where 
anyome can get a shot of 
whisky for two pesos and 70 
centavos (about 10 shillings) 
and world-famous Filipino San 
Miguel beer at one peso (about 
four shillings) per mug. 

Among the fashionable night- 
clubs are the Bayside, the 
Riviera, the Nautilus and the 
Sportsman where pretty hostes- 
ses sit and dance with travelers 
and businessmen for 10 pesos 
(about £1.15 sterling) an hour. 
There are also day clubs where 
one can. dance the afternoons 
away and, in the evening,

The Manila Hotel, Bay- 
view, Shellborne and Filipanas 
are top-class but find the tourist 
boom much bigger than they. 
expected. Farolan said there 
are 1,000 rooms-—S0O per cent 
“tolerably first-class”—for tour- 
ists in Manila, but 2,000 will be 
needed by mext year. Lack of 
capital and the central banks 
on foreign exchange have 
stalied plans to build new 
luxury hotels. 

Another problem is the atten- 
tion that thieves, swindlers and 
“biniboys” 
as women) are paying to for- 
eign visitors. One departing 
traveler, asked to fill out a 
questionnaire on his impres- 
sions ef the Philippines, wrote 
only one word: 

“Thugs.” 

But Farolan thinks this prob- 
lem is being exaggerated in the 
press. “Anything that happens 
in Manila happens in the best 
cities of the world,” he said. 

Government Encouragement 

The Government is doing 
much to encourage visitors. It 
has reduced the visa fee from 
30 pesos (about 5 sterling) to 
three pesos (about 10 shil- 
lings), given tourists a special 
exchange rate of three pesus to 
one dollar, and is snipping away 
at “red tape.” 

Farolan, the former president 
of the International Union of 
Official Travel Organizations 
added: 

“If properly developed, in less 
than 10 years, tourism will be 
one of the top three dollar-earn- 
ing industries m the Philip- 
pines.’

ist in Manila is $13.55. These 
includes expenses for a first- 
class hotel room, three meals a 
day and one-half day sight- 
seeing tour.

To find their quarter for an 
evening stroll take the new line 
recentiy put in to replace the 
toonerville trolley, the oldest 
tram in Japan, left (west) from 
Kyoto Station to the end of the 
line.

entree with clear soup and 
various side dishes of raw fish, 
breaded prawn, etc. The B din- 
ner has two more side dishes, 
including chawan-mushi. Beer 
and sake served, extra. 


A Pleasant Adventure 

Along these streets—Pontocho 
alley by the river, Kivamachi 
facing the canal and across it, 
and starting just above Sanjo 
and unnamed alley of bars—are 
many little eating and drinking 
places which are a pleasant ad- 
venture. Sake runs ¥100 to 200 
a bottle for good grade, less for 
second grade. Beer is ¥130 to 200 
(35—55 cents) a quart. Yaki tori, 
or barbecued meat on a short 
bamboo stick, runs ¥10 to 20 
a stick, is safe and delicious, 

There are little oden shops, 
where various delicacies can be 
chosen from a shallow-pan stew 
at Y¥10 to 3 a rtion. These 
dishes have evolved as accom- 
paniment to alcohol. And don’t 
miss the push-carts, especially 
broiled conch in the shell, 
“sazae-no-tsuboyaki,” ¥30—50, 
Choose the middle-size for best 
taste. 

As for Tokyo 


For this type of nomad meal 
in Tokyo, stroll the Gay Dist- 
ricts of Shibuya with its bars, 
cabarets and food stalls. Or the 
gayer Shinjuku. For the fish 
~ourse, try sushi vinegared rice 
patties crowned with a slab of 
fish, usually raw. You eat raw 
oysters and clams, don't you? 
This is better yet and the clams 
are of many varieties, some quite 
delicate. After the bars and 
cabarets close these little eater- 
ies are jammed with girls grab- 
bing a snack on their way home. 

About the only thing Osaka 
has to say for it is the night 
life, and that’s not saying much. 
Shinsaibashi street is nice to 
stroll and shop on at night, most 
shops open till almost 10 a.m. 
The city boasts the biggest night 
club in the world, or something 
about it is the biggest, maybe 
it's the measurements of the 
gals. Anyway, it’s called the 
Universe. 

Night Tours 

Night tours offered by JTB or 
private agencies are normally 
not much anywhere. In Osaka 
they're so dull they should pay 
you to go. For ¥2,400, about 
$6.70 U.S., you have almost three 
exciting hours. This includes 20 
minutes or so at the OS Music 
Hall (similar to Tokyo's Nichi-

Auto Accidents Caused 
By ‘Just Plain Stupidity’ 


LONDON (AP)—Scotland 
Yard has studied thousands of 
road accidents and decided that 
the prime cause of —- ac- 
cidents is: 

Just plain stupidity. 

Investigators probed into the 
accidents that brought 74,141 
casualties in 12 months and 
found that the two driving 
practices that figure most pro- 
minently are passing and turn- 
ing right (equivalent to left 
turns in the United States— 
you drive on the left side of 
the road in Britain). 

Other causes of British acci- 
dente include: opening doors 
negligently, losing control of 
vehicie, lack of signals. 

“IT have no doubt,” said a 
senior police officer who spe- 
cializes in accident work, “that 
stupidity is the prime cause of 
accidents but don’t forget that 
applies to the pedestrians as 


much as the motorists.” 

He said intelligence tests 
would be a sound scheme— 
“how cen a man with the 
mental age of a child be given 
the responsibility of driving a 
car?”, 

The British Automobile As- 
sociation agreed that driving 
ability is “linked to general in- 
telligence” but said it’s debat- 
able how far driving ability can 
be assessed by an IL.Q. test. 

Ron Priestly, chief instructor 
at Britain's largest motoring 
school, said: 

“There is a case for a special 
test of aptitude, flexibility and 
reaction to be added to the 
existing drivin ng test. 

“But I would emphasize that 
it is not true that a man who 
has missed a good education is - 
a bad driver; the intelligence 
that matters has nothing at all 
to do with education.”

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Russian Pilots Treated Well 


By ROBERT J.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Rus- 
sian airline pilots are well- 
trained, well-treated, well-re- 
gulated and comparatively well- 
paid, according to an American 
aviation expert. 


Clarence N. Sayen, president 


of the Air Line Pilots Associa- 
tion (ALPA), who recently was 
given a rare chance to inspect 
the Soviet Union’s commercial 
aviation setup, said Russian 
pilots “enjoy” a position in so- 
clety comparable to scientists, 
successful literary figures, and 
the heads of large trade unions. 

Sayen flew with the Soviet 
pliots on 3,000 miles of regular- 
ly-scheduled trips, visited them 
in their homes and interviewed 
them at airports. His special 
report on Soviet Civil Aviation 
appears in the current issue of 
the ALPA monthly magazine, 
Air Line Pilot. 

Sayen said it was impossible 
to determine how many airline 
pilots work for the single Rus- 
sian state airline, Aeroflot. He 
explained that Aeroflot is not 
— an air carrier but a “hold- 
ng company” which controls 
all Russian civil aviation from 
international flights to crop 
dusting, from air traffic control 
to airport passenger facilities. 

His report contained these lit- 
tle-known facts about Russian

JAL’s Record for Oct. 


Helped by the introduction of

The Military Aircraft System 
Division is supplying the tool- 
ing for the stabilizers, eleva- 
tors, rudder and wing stubs 
while the Aero-Space Division 
is producing the bonding tools 
and bulkhead jigs plus substan- 
tial support in machine details 
and large castings.

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Population 
Issue Haunts 


ColomboPlan' 


KUALA LUMPUR (AP)—The 
ominous threat of Asia's explod- 
ing population hung ‘heavy over 
the just-concluded annual con- 
ference of the 10-year-old Col- 
ombo Plan. 

A decade ago it was estimated 
that by 1970 the population in 
South and Southeast Asia would 
be about 570 million. 

What happened? By 1960 the 
area’s population had already 
hit that figure and was climbing 
at an alarming rate. 

“It now seems likely,” said 
the Plan's annual report, “that 
over the next two decades (by 
1981) the population will ap- 
proach 1,000 million.” 

The 2i-nation Colombo Plan, 
called visionary when it started 
in 1951, has accomplished much 
of what it has tried to*do, name- 
ly to raise living standards of 
mobilize resources, 

But the task has proven even 
more formidable because of the 
mushrooming population. As 
one delegate put it privately: 

“We take two steps forward 
and then three backward 
because of babies, babies and 
more babies.” 

A key report, noting that 150 
million persons had been added 
to the region's population since 
1950, suggested that large num- 
bers of technicians and admin- 
istrators were needed  im- 
mediately if the economic 
growth is to keep pace with the 
infant tide. 

Thousands of words were 
written and spoken during the 
pian’s consultative meeting— 
which started Oct. 30 and end- 
ed last Friday. 

But the main issues boil down 
to just three—technical assist- 
ance, commodities prices and 
aid procedures.

DAMASCUS (AP) — Syria’s 
Economy Minister Awad Bara- 
Kat said Saturday the newly 
concluded Syrian-Saudi Arabian 
economic cooperation agree- 
ment paved the way for the 
establishment of an Arab Com- 
mon Market and the “realistic 
realization of economic unity” 
between the two countries.

Saudi Arabia formally an- 
nounced last June her readiness 
to join any other Arab power 
in economic unity and the set- 
tinz up of an Arab Common 
Market. 

Barakat’s statement came 
after his return Friday from 
Saudi Arabia where he negotiat- 
ed an economic accord provid- 
ing for the free transfer of cap- 
ital, the facilitating of personal 
movement and a further in- 
crease in the already large vol- 
ume of trade between Syria and 
Saudi Arabia. 

Two weeks ago Syria conclud- 
ed an economic accord with 
neighboring Iraq. 

These agreements Barakat 
said, were intended to reestab- 
lish Syria's economic and com- 
mercial relations crippled by the 
economic blockade imposed on 
her by the rulers of ypt be- 
fore Syria broke with the UAR. 


Singapore’s Trade 
With China, India 


SINGAPORE (AP)—The Sin- 
gwapore Government Friday re- 
jected a suggestion to set up 
trade mission in Peiping and 
New Delhi. 

Answering a question in the 
Legisiative Assembly put by 
former Chief Minister David 
Marshall, Minister of Finance 
Dr. Goh Keng Swee replied he 
doubted if any significant value 
to Singapore's economy would 
be derived from such represen- 
tation. 

Dr. Goh pointed out that 
Singapore's principal exports to 
Red China and India were raw 
materials — rubber, vegetable 
oils and petroleum — which, 
unlike manufactured goods, did 
not need salesmanship.

Export-Boosting Councils 


Fail to Realize Needs 


By SHELDON WESSON 


The Government has conven- 
ed numerous export councils for 
various industries—-in some 
cases on top of export councils 
which already exist—to consider 
the specific problem of immedl- 
ate measures to boost exports 
to help alleviate the balance of 
payments problem. 


The results of the early ac- 
tivities of these councils reveal 
a not-surprising similarity in 
approach and recommendations. 
They reveal also the probabil- 
ity that these councils will meet 
at convenient intervals of time, 
will come to no usable conclu- 
sions, and will eventually take 
credit for whatever improve- 
ment in exports may take place 
naturally. 

The point is that their recom- 
mendations have so far been en- 
tirely introverted—aimed at the 
problems of the manufacturing 
and selling industries but not at 
the attitudes or problems of the 
customers and distributors 
abroad. These people are look- 
ing in a mirror, making brave 
and encouraging gestures, there- 
by encouraging themeelves, then 
coming away with the feeling 
that they have accomplished 
something. 

Is that summary an exagge- 
ration? I think not. 

In a couple of cases, the Gov- 
ernment has taken industry 
groups to task for setting their 
export goals “too low.” The im- 
plication seems to be that the 
mere setting of a higher goal 
will, per se, induce the achieve- 
ment of higher exports—like a 
bootstrap-pulling-up operation. 
The going market for “export 
goals” and for bootstraps is 
pretty dull. 


At least one major industry 
group has compromised with 
MITI's demand for a higher goal 
—a goal they know they cannot 
meet, and don’t really want to 
meet in the light of strong 
domestic demand—by agreeing 
to add the unfilled portion of 
this year’s target to next year's 
target. This is a virtuous act 
—money in the bank. 

Here again, as in so rhany 


other cases, MITI officials assert | 


that they know more about busi- 
ness conditions than Dbusiness- 
men, and assume that by flog- 
ging businessmen into comply- 
ing with their demands for “tar- 
gets” they will per se flog the 
same businessmen into achiev- 
ing their targets. 

I cite you, in paraphrase, a 
famous speech in a famous Gil- 
bert and Sullivan. operetta: 
“Since Your Majesty is all-pow- 


erful, and your word is law, | 


anything you order is as good 
as done; and if it is as good as | 
done, why bother doing it.” 


In all that I have heard and 
read about the export promotion 
programs, little has been propos- 
ed by Japanese businessmen to 
stimulate demand abroad for 
their products from the custom- 
er’s point of view. ‘Practically 
all the proposals have been aim- 
ed at relieving the seller . in 
Japan of the symptoms or the 
effects of poor export business. 
in other words, to borrow quasi- 
medical phraseology, they want 
to suppress the symptoms, not 
cure the disease. Why?  Be- 
cause the customer's point of 
view is still unknown or at least 
ignored by Japanese exporters. 

After a decade of so-called 
market research and survey 
efforts, the Japanese exporter by 
and large does not understand 
his customer. He only Knows 
how to take an order and, if 
need be, to cut the price to in- 
duce a bigger order or another 
order. 

Only in exceptional cases has 
“export promotion” come to 
mean aggressive merchandising, 
advertising, selling effort.

What the Japanese business- 
man today needs more than 
ever is contacts with his 
customers under pressure of a

Instead, we have pro 
programs of—let’s face it—in- 
direct subsidy to the seller so 
that he can shave prices. Ex- 
port promotion is thus supposed 
to involve lower taxes, lower in- 
terest rates, cartels to control 
production and prices, artificial 
means of selling abroad at prices 
below the level of the domestic 
market. All are for the purpose 
of relieving financial pressure 
on the seller, and ali are inimi- 
cal to Japan’s professed ideal 
of free trade, free of the taints 
of subsidy- which made Japan 
suspect. before the war, and 
unto this very day.

U.S. to Supply Farm

The nation’s wholesale prices 
went down slightly by 03 per 
cent on the general average 
during the week ending Nov.

EPA’s index, with the 1955-57 
average as 100, stood at 93.1 
for the week under review. 

The decrease in wholesale 
prices is attributed mainly to a 
big 4.2 per cent dip of lumber 
and wooden products, which 
was the first decline in the past 
19 months. 

EPA officials believed the dip 
had been caused by active sales 
of lumber by,forest owners and 
sawmills to get badly-needed 
money in face of the Govern- 
ment’s tight money policy.

Four-H Clubs 
May Soon Be 


Rejuvenated 


Plans to reactivate the Four-H 
Club movement are being 
worked out by the Agriculture- 
Forestry Ministry in an effort 
to. tide over various difficulties 
arising from modernization of 
agriculture. 

The Four-H Club movement 
was introduced to Japan in 1948 
by U.S. occupation authorities 
as part of a plan to remove feu- 
dalistic ideas in Japanese agri- 
cultural communities and help 
rationalize farming techniques. 

The organization of Four-H 
Clubs spread rapidly, and the 
movement reached its zenith in 
1953 when the number of clubs 
under the Japan Four-H Club 
' Society was 25,800 with an ag- 
gregated membership of 446,000. | 

However, the movement be- 
gan losing its vigor in 1954 
when the U.S. occupation offi- 
Cials ceased to guide its activi- 
ties. 

As of August 1960, the num- 
ber of Four-H Clubs had de- 
clined to 13,000 and their com- 
bined membership to 250,000. 

The age composition of the 
clubs also changed, with the 
25-26 bracket taking a leading 
role in most of the clubs. Mem- 
bers 20 years of age or under 
accounted for 35 per cent and 
female members less than 20 per 
cent of the entire membership. 

The decline of the Four-H 
Club movement was partly attri- 
buted to the outflow of rural 
youths into urban areas— a 
trénd which has been notice- 
able in recent years with the 
progress of industry. 

Under such circumstances, the 
agricultural authorities feeling 
keenly the necessity .to re

These officials stress more 
school education rather than 
Four-H Club activities.

Countermeasures Against Radioactivity 

The nuclear tests repeated by the Soviet Union, which 
contaminate the atmosphere with radioactive fallout, make 
it imperative that the Government establish an appropriate 
procedure to keep the nation informed of its hazards. 

One of the steps taken thus far in this direction is 
the creation toward the end of last month of the Radio- 
activity Countermeasures Headquarters (RCH) within the 
Cabinet. 


Such an agency ought to have been created long ago 
without waiting for the detonation of the 50-megaton bomb. 
For the dangers of the deathly fallout had existed for 
many years even prior to the opening of the test ban 
conference at Geneva three years ago, 


And it was only last week that the Government set 
an outline of countermeasures to be taken against radio- 
activity. But its implementation is a matter for the future, 


Developments during the last few weeks, furthermore, 
have raised apprehensions about the function the newly 
created RCH is to perform. What we have in mind is 
the conflict reported between a segment of scientists 
and the Government agency. A scientist announced at 
a meteorological conference this month the results of his 
own analysis of the fallout caused by the Soviet nuclear 
tests. 


This, it was officially made known, was in contradiction 
of the rule presumably agreed to by all the scientists 
concerned that announcements of this kind were to be 
henceforth channeled through the RCH. 


Another matter worthy of attention is the criticisms 
offered by some of the radiation specialists on the report 


by the RCH on its own findings. 


It hardly needs be emphasized here that the purpose 
for which the RCH was established, though belatedly, 
is a vital one. For we have noted that individual scientists 
issuing statements to the press on their respective research 
on the radioactive fallout have only unduly alarmed or 
at best confused the population. 


What the nation needs is one authoritative source 
which accurately analyzes fallout and gives out a warning 


when it is necessary. 


In this supreme consideration for the welfare, both 
physical and, indeed, mental, of the nation, there is no 
room for the usual criticism that centralizing releases 
is a step toward bureaucratic control of scientific infor- 


mation. 


This, of course, has nothing to do with the 


freedom of individual scientists to pursue their research 


programs. “~~ 


What we must avoid is hysteria all tcc likely to become 
manifest in this radiation-sensitive nation over the specter 


of micro-microcuries. 


We must guard ourselves against 


the genuine menace to our health by the fallout. But 
we must also not allow ourselves to be trapped into a 
state of groundless fear, which is indeed the very aim 
of the Soviet leaders in blasting the superbombs. This 
is where the Government and scientists must work closely 
together to be able to make sound judgments free from 
personal biases or preoccupations. 


Contest for Workers 


In the wake of the rapid economic growth of Japan, 
there has arisen a mad scramble for boys and girls fresh 


from school. 


Many commercial and industrial firms are 


trying to recruit as many as they can of the new graduates 
to fill their personnel quota in their expansion plan this 


year. 


The heat of this contest is producing 


harmful 


effects and is being widely deplored. 


The talk of a mild recession has not dampened the 
angling contest; major firms are now counting their catch 


and examining its quality. 


Lesser firms may still be 


looking for job seekers with empty hands. The contest 
is deplorable, however, because it disturbs the concentra- 
tion of the students and distracts their attention from 


school curricula. 


There is the so-called gentlemen’s agreement between 
business and schools to the effect that the banks and firms 


may not start angling for 


prospective graduates from 


universities and colleges before October 1 and from senior 


and junior high schools before November 1. 


Scarcely 


have the employers honored this agreement, however. 


Trying to get ahead of others, the employers have 
started to beat the deadline, and the students succumbing 
to the lure sign up too early and idle away a good part 


of their last year in school. 


The “poaching” practices by 


the employers are being deplored widely, and the business- 
men’s lack of restraint is being deécriéd. , 
Though we have no intention to defend something so 
dishonorable as the breach of a “gentlemen's agreement,” 
we cannot but take the deplorable situation as a caricature 


of Japanese education. 


Most students will not neglect 


their studies anyway, if these are considered to be really 


useful for their careers. 


Japanese school curricula are 
often found too impractical an 


far-fetched, while, on the 


other hand, some Japanese firms lack proper organization 
to make the most of the students’ training in school. 

In an article published recently in this paper, an ex- 
perienced teacher in English in effect debunked the nature 


of teaching of English literature in Japanese universities. - 


But most other faculties in Japanese universities seem 
deserving of similar debunking. 


Weekly News Review 


Prime Minister Tours Asian Countries for Survey, Gocdwill 


Taking advantage of the Diet 
interval before the next legisla- 
tive session starting early next 
month, Prime Minister Hayato 
Ikeda hopped off last week on a 
tour of visits to Pakistan, India, 
Burma and Thailand to acquaint 
and reacquaint himself with the 
Asian leaders there and gain 
fresh viewpoints for cultivation 
of Japan's friendly relations 
with these and other Asian 


countries. Still two days before 
his departure, he joined the 
Emperor, Empress and the 


chiefs of other branches of gov- 
ernment to extend the nation’s 
warmest welcome to Princess 
Alexandra of Kent, the first 
member of the British Royal 
Family to visit this country in 
three decades, 

The primary political purpose 
of his Asian tour is considered 
to be a first-hand survey of the 
Asian situation. His two-week 
tour is the first undertaken by 
a Japanese Prime Minister since 
his predecessor Nobusuke Kishi 
visited the area in 1957. 

With Burma and Thailand, 
however, Japan is currently 
negotiating for settlement of 
claims arising from the Pacific 
war. Agreements have been 
worked out with Burma for war 
reparations and with Thailand 
for settlement of wartime debts. 
but Burma is now demanding 
additional reparations and Thai- 
land is insisting wpon its own 
interpretation of the agreement 
for debt repayment. 


Burma's Demand 

In the reparations talks, 
which opened in Tokyo on Oct. 
5, the Burmese delegation sur- 
prised the Japanese side by ask- 
ing for $400 million to be offer- 
ed as “economic cooperation” 
but in fact additional payment 
of reparations. 

When Japan assumed the 
obligation to pay $200 million in 
reparations and $50 million in 
economic cooperation in 1954, 
the agreement was made subject 
to review, since Burma was the 
first country to reach repara- 
tions accord with Japan. Sub- 
sequently, Burma demanded the 
opening of a procedure for re- 
view, claiming that Burma 
wants a sum proportionate to 
the Japanese payments to the 
Philippines and Indonesia. 

Untii January this year, Japan 
had oeen spurning the Burmese 
demand. But, then, Foreign 
Minister Zentaro Kosaka notified 
the Burmese Embassy in Tokyo 
that Japan is ready to settle the 
long-standing dispute by offer- 
ing economic assistance. Japan 
first offered $40 million and con- 
ceded $75 million in July as a 
final gesture of goodwill. 

The Burmese surprise de- 
mand made last month meant 
Burma not only insisted upon 
her original demand for $200 
million but added another $200 
million to it as ‘investments. ° 
According to the Burmese side, 
all $400 million will be invested 
to finance joint Japan-Burma 
enterprises in that country. 
Durma is supposed to invest the 
$200 million receipt from Japan, 
and Japan the additional $200 
million. 

Foreign Office Upset 

This rather ingenious propo- 
sal upset the Japanese Foreign 
Office and the review talks were 
suspended on Oct. 13. Thus, the 
hopes of a settlement in ad- 
vance of Prime Minister Ike- 
da’s visit have virtually been 
shattered. 

Foreign Minister Zentaro Ko- 
saka, who left Tokyo Monday 
last week to attend the 13th 
Colombo Plan Ministerial Con- 
ference in Kuala Lumpur in 
Malaya, will make yet another 
try, however, to seek an 
amicable settlement before Ike- 
da’s arrival scheduled for Nov. 
23; Kosaka arrived in Rangoon 
at the weekend. 

If this last attempt should 
fail, Prime Minister Ikeda will 
have to discuss the matter per- 
sonally, but it will hardly be 
possible for Japan to accept the 
Burmese figures. The Japanese 
offer of $75 million means a 
really substantial addition to 
the $200 million reparations to 
Lurma, and it represents more 
than one-third of the $223,800,- 
000 reparations to Indonesia, 
Japan owes $550 million repa- 
ratione to the Philippines, but 
that country is known as the 
hardest hit by the military 
operations during World War II.

was set up in Japan to match 
the financing in bahts of the 
expense for the stationing of 
Japanese forces in Thailand. 
The ¥1,500 million balance of 
this account, owed by Japan, 
was to be redeemed through 
payment of ¥5,400 million and 
extension of loans amounting to 
¥9,600 million, in accordance 
with the agreement made in 
1955. This agreement was 
effected by revaluating the 
¥1,500 million debt in considera- 
tion of the inflated value of the 
yen. 

Thailand has been insisting 
that the country has no obliga- 
tion to repay the ¥9,600 million 
loans, and Prime Minister Ikeda 
must face this contention in 
Bangkok, which his predecessor 
Kishi also faced in 1957. 

Before Burma and Thailand, 
Ikeda visits Pakistan and India 
where he can discuss foreign 
relations without being troubled 
by any sharp disagreement 
over particular issues. Such 
topics of keen current interest 
such as Red China’s admission 
to the United Nations and In- 
dia’s policy of nonalignment, 
are expected to come up for 
discussion. Economic coopera- 
tion among the Asian nations, 


in connection with the opin- 
ions j/r<d tn favor of an Asian 
common market, will be an- 
other possible topic in the top- 
level talks. In view of the 
fresh memories of the visit to 
Japan by President Ayub Khan 
and the international stature of 
Prime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru, Ikeda's visits to these 
two countries represent in popu- 
lar estimation the most impor- 
tant part of his tour. 
Ministers Abroad 

While the Prime Minister and 
the Foreign Minister were tour- 
ing Asian countries, two more 
ministers left Tokyo for over- 
seas destinations. .Director Al- 
ichiro Fujiyama of the Econo- 
mic Planning Agency departed 
on Thursday to attend the min- 
isterial conferences of the Gen- 
eral Agreement for Trade and 
Tariffs in Geneva and of the 
Organization for Economic Co- 
operation and Development in 
Paris. Labor Minister Kenji 
Fukunaga left Tokyo for a com- 
mittee meeting of the Inter- 
Parliamentary Union. 

Fujivama is expected to urge 
in Geneva full application of 
the GATT benefits to Japan by 
those countries which are in- 
voking the socalled “escape 
clause.” In Paris, he will ex- 
press Japan's desire to join the 
OECD. Japan is now a mem- 
ber of the Development Assis- 
tance Committee, subordinate 
to the OECD. 

Other major headlines: 

1) Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev, in a _ letter to 
Prime Minister Ikeda delivered 
on Nov. 11, tried to refute the 
Japanese territorial claim over 
the Southern Kuriles and urged 
immediate, complete disarma- 
ment in reply to Japan’s pro- 
test against the 50-plus megaton 
Russian blast. In a letter Fri- 
day, Ikeda rejected as “contra- 
ry to fact and lacking adequate 
ground” Khrushchev’s assertion 
on the territorial dispute. 

2) Ex-chairman of the Socia- 
list Party Mosaburo Suzuki 
told Chairman Jotaro Kawa- 
kami Friday that he made up 
his mind to head a Socialist de- 
legation to Communist China. 
The plan to dispatch a mission 
to Peiping has been long out- 
standing but the date of depar- 
ture is not fixed yet.

Language Teaching 


To the Editor: 

The Nov. 7 Japan Times car- 
ried letter from Bewitched 
which rebuked Dennis Keene's 
article on the sad conditions of 
why students studying English 
in Japan cannot utter even the 
easiest words of the language. 
Bewitched throws in some sort 
of statistics to the fact that “we 
learn 70 per cent through the 
eyes and 30 per cent through 
the ears.” 

If this rule is to be so faithful- 
ly adhered to in learning a lan- 
guage, how is it that children 
learn to speak before they even 
know that there is such a thing 
as an A or a Z? What's wrong 
with learning to speak at the 
same time as learning to read 
and translate? Bewitched states 
that the fastest way to learn a 
second languaze is “to learn to 
read it first and then if there is 
time left over you can learn to 
speak it.” 

Why should anyone want to 
spend years learning another 
language if he knows he won't 
be able to speak it in the end? 
I was always under the impres- 
sion that the main purpose of 
any language was to communi- 
cate through speech. After all 
when you speak with someone 
you don’t write notes back and 
forth: maybe Bewitched does, 
but I'm sure that most people 
don’t. 

The oral methods of teaching 
English, for example, the meth- 
od developed by Dr. Fries of 
The English Language Institute 
Staff, have made great strides all 
over the world. 

Mr. Keene mentioned in his 
article that he considered spell- 
ing mistakes unimportant, but 
Bewitched seems to have been 
appalled by this statement.

Disarmament Talks 

The United Nations Political 
Committee has wound up its de- 
bate on nuclear testing prob- 
lems and has now started dis- 
cussions on disarmament, one 
of the most urgent and impor- 
tant issues in the world today.

PARIS—The Russians have celebrated the 44th anniversary 
of their revolution; the Italians have celebrated the centenary 
of the Risorgimento, which achieved a unified Italy; the French 
ies Sw celebrating the day-to-day survival of the Fifth Re- 

ublic. 

What is it that decides when a civilization dies, or whethér 
it will live? I don’t mean what immediate events, like an as- 
sassination, an electoral defeat or a political blunder which topple 
a governmental regime, but the long-term forces which decide 
the destiny of civilizations? 

I don’t put much stock in the idea of impersonal, inevitable 
forces which decide these things, and against which mere men 
cannot struggle. That may do as a substitute marijuana dream 
for young students, to make their universe orderly and keep 
them from having to think for themselves, But in the real arena 
of world history, within a general frame set by geography, re- 
sources, population and technology, what happens to civilizations 
is decided by what their people think and feel and do: their poll- 
tical leaders, their thinkers, their creative talent elites, their 
common men. ° 

For Americans and Europeans today this 


is not just an aca- 
demic exercise. 


It is a matter of life and death for each society.

Maybe our universities ought to start courses on what makes 
civilizations die and live. I have a notion to attempt one at 
Brandeis when I return to teach in the second semester. 

One clue on the death of civilizations is rigidity, That was 
the answer given by Ortega y Gasset, who was a wise old Spa- 
niard with a deservedly large following for his university lec- 
tures. He called it an “arteriosclerosis of belief”’—a harden- 
ing of the intellectual and moral arteries of a civilization, so 
that it could no longer adapt itself to new situations, much as 
the prehistoric monsters died because they could not adapt to 
the great changes in climate and environment. 

The trouble with this way of looking at it is that the mean- 
ing of “rigidity” is treacherous, and it can be used on both sides 
of any argument. There are sone positions—that of the South- 
ern segregationists, of the French OAS and ultras in Algeria, of 
the right-wing extremism of Welch-Goldwater-Walker triple axis 
in the U.S.—about whose rigidity one can have little doubt. 

But how about De Gaulle; how about Adenauer? De Gaulle 
is attacked by Gen. Salan as too pliant on the Algerian question, 
and unawdre of the danger of a Communist Algeria. But he ‘is 
attacked here by French intellectuals of the left as too dilatory 
in making peace with the FLN rebels, and thus too rigid. His 
conviction that there is nothing to negotiate now on Berlin is, 
of course, aleo something that sticks In their throats. 

Whether on Berlin or on the issue of better-Red-than-dead 
unilateralization, the question has been turned upside down. Ik it 
the firm position by the Free World thinkers and leaders which 
will lead to death-by-rigidity, or is it the continued one-sided 
adaptation to Khrushchev’s constant encroachments that will 
lead to death-by-surrender? 

* > . 

From the side of the Cormmunist world, the problem is not 
(despite the Chinese view) that of being oversoft in its tactics 
toward the democratic world, but that of overreaching. This is 
the second of my clues to the death of civilization. Spartan man 
died of rigidity, but fascist man—whether the Mussolini or Hit- 
ler or Tojo version—died of attempting too much too fast, and 
of becoming an overreacher. Will that happen to Communist 
man? ' 

It is unlikely, but is it impossible? Stalin attempted too 
much too fast, and very nearly got his comeuppance when the 
Communist civilization pattern in Russia was saved from Hit- 
ler’s power only by the hair’s breadth of the Churchill-Roosevelt 
decision to give the Russians all-out 2id. 

Kbrushchev is an aging man and knows ‘he has not many 
years left in which to realize the dream of world power with 
which every Communist leader is obsessed. We are told that 
Khrushchev is no Hitler, a guess that remains to be tested. But 
the big difference between them is that while Hitler's failure as 
an overreacher meant his own ruin and that of Germany, Khru- 
shchev’s effort would be bound to mean world ruin,

The third clue is the failure of nerve of a civilization—a 
less happy phrase than one could wish, because it the 
nervy beavade of teen-agers calling “chicken” to each other in 
a head-on confrontation of jalopies. 

The question is really not one of nerve or of individual 
heroism, but quite simply of collective will. 

Americans have had a curious blindness to the need for 
shaping a national collective will if their open society is to sur- 
vive, and a world collective will if humanity is to survive. The 
Communists are conditioned to thinking collectively. 

Yet I wonder whether the advantage on this score is wholly 
theirs. The Russians achieve their collective action by party-line 
concealment and distortion of the truth, so that today their in- 
tellectuals refuse to believe in anything, and have retreated to — 
their private interior world. Americans are slower in acting for 
common ends, but whatever gains they make are likely to stick. 

Which brings me to my last clue for the death of civiliza- 
tions—a lack of self-knowledge which is not a failure of nerve 
but a vacuum of identity. A civilization which is ashamed of 
itself, guilt-ridden, fear-obsessed, loses its se of identity just 
as a person does who does not dare face his image of himself. 
That is why self-criticism is good, in a society as in an indi- 
vidual—provided it doesn’t end there, but is used as a starting- 
point for a healthy self-acceptance.
